SUMMARY

Thishbill removesthe provision of law that requires that no more than 2.5% of antlerless deer permits
be in the form of a super pack license. The bill also provides that a super pack license may include an
antlerless deer permit except that it isvalid for unallocated antlerless deer permits only.
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
